By the time radio-active clouds 
released fyom airplanes ha:l 
spread corrosion and horrible, 
lingering death over large nreas 
ang cities hnd been subjected to 
man-made epidemics of the black 
plague or parrot fever, we may

These are not just the fancies 
of writers of scientific fiction;
